It is likely a general meeting of the 
Republicans will be held here to consid­ 
er the peace agreement as adopted at 
Louisville. 
For the last week Governor 
Taylor has been receiving telegrams by 
the hundreds from all parts of the state 
urging him to stand firm and not sur­ 
render anything. 
The impression be­ 
came general among the Republicans 
who were nut parties to the agreement 
that the compact was a complete sur­ 
render to the Democrats. 
The gentle­ 
men who signed the agreement for the 
Republicans do not so consider it, and 
said that when the text of the agreement 
is published in full it will be understood 
by the balance of the party that they 
had not delivered the party over to the 
enemy.

Cheyenne, Wyo., Feb. 9.— Arrange­ 
ment* for one of the biggest colonisa­ 
tion schemes ever engineered in the 
west have been completed here, where 
a portion of the Big Horn basin in 
northern Wyoming will be settled by 
Mormons. For several years a majority 
of the Mormons in Utah have felt that 
they could not stand the persecutions 
of the Gentiles and with the idea of 
getting away and into a new country 
where they might build thoir homes 
anew, arrangements were made with 
the Wyoming authorities for the selec­ 
tion of 200 acres of land in the Big 
Horn basin, nnder the Carey act. 
A 
committee of prominent Mormons are 
now selecting this land along the S tin k ­ 
ing W ater river. 
The Erie canal and irrigation system 
will be utilized and several new canals 
and reservoirs constructed. Hundreds of 
Mormon families are now disposing of 
their property in Utah, packing up their 
personal effects and during the early 
spring they will start trekking over the 
mountains and plains to the new Zion.
